Mutilated Beyond Recognition. 

One thousand pounds of dynamite 
exploded and the bodies of the victims 
were hurled hundreds of feet by the 
concussion and s0 badly mutilated as 
to be almost beyond recognition. As 
darkness was falling a wagon drove up 
to the engine house loaded with bodies 
that had been picked up back on the 
quarry hill. A crowd of grief-stricken 
relatives. gathered around eager to 
identify the dead, only to turn away at 
the sickening sight.

Dr. Hester Commends Efforts 


of New York 
Commerce, Denounces Wall 
Street Gamblers. 


—- 


Boston, May 1!2.—‘*The ethical aspects 
of gatnbiing,’’ the topic discussed at 
the night session of the National Ppis- 
copal congress, which met yesterday in 
Tremont temple, was apparently the 
most interesting of any subject which 
has ‘been taken®up. ’ 

Rev. St. Clair Hester, of New York, 
Was especially outspoken on the sub 
ject, and during his address referred to 
the efforts which had been made in his 
own state to suppress betting on horse 
races. He thought it would be no great 
exaggeration to say that the waole 
commercia! tife of our time is infected 
with the taint of gambling. 

“It, rather thag Standard Oil,” he 
said, “is the giant ottopus whose ten- 
tacles are fastened on every trade and 
industry.” 

Sereno S. Pratt, secretary of the 
chamber of commerce of the state of 
) New ‘York, scathingly arraigned gam- 
‘bling in securities and the necessities 
of life. 

Everybody is Gambling. 

In his address, Rev. Mr. Hester said: 

‘There has probably mever been a 
time when the indulgence of this pas- 
sion has taken so evil a form, or hae 
been so widely diffused in our own 
generation. In the last century. ‘it was 
a practice Of the weailths and leiea red 
classes. Today, its hold is upon _the 
masses. 

“The larmest space in the daily 
newspipers furnishes information of in- 
terest only *o gamblers. ;

Gambling Caused Panic. 

“Discussing the causes of the panic 
and the financial depregsion of a little 
more than a year ago, it is interesting 
to note how careful many, who felt the 
pinch of the times, are to avoid a}l men- 
tion of two undoubted causes, so con- 
ceded by the ablest financiers and 
statesmen, who have expressed opin- 
ions: and they are excessive speculative 
risk and extravagance.” 

Rev. Flavels S. Luther, LL.D., presi- 
dent of Trinity college, Hartford, Conn., 
was the opening speaker and was fol- 
lowed in turn by Rev. St. Clair Hes- 
ter, D.D., rector of the Church of the 
Messiah, Brooklyn, New York; Dr. F. 
™. J. Woodbridge, professor of philos- 
opvhy in Columbia university, New York, 
and Sereno S.+Pratt, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, New York. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Rt. Rev. William Lawrence, Bishop of 
Massachusetts. 

Mr. Pratt said the only time that 
Abraham Lincoln used strong language 
in the white house was in referring to 
the Wall street gambling in. gold dur- 
ing the civil war. 

Shoot Off Heads of Gamblers. 


“Whep we see the gamblers in Wall 
street gambling on the hazards of the 
nation,” said Mr. Pratt, “and deliber- 
ately depreciating the values of other 
people’s property or manipulating cor- 
ners by which consumers are made to 
pay exorbitant prices for the necess!- 
ties of life; when we see them swin- 
dling innocent investors by false pros- 
pectuses; when we see the market place 
ecnverted into a Monte Carlo, in which 
stalks the grinning’ skeleton of dis- 
honor, moral degradation and suicide, 
we are tempted to exclaim with Lin- 
coln, ‘I wish that every devilish head 
of them could be shot off.’ 

“There.is a plain distinction to be 
drawn between speculation and gam- 
bling. The distinction, however, is 
merely in the degree of risks assumed 
and the tnr-nt and the financial and 
mental ability af 1t:e persons engaged 
in taking these riskg. The essence of 
speculation is risk; the essence of gam- 
bling is mystery. We ean .do somo 
things to reduce the evils of gambling 
upon the speculative exchange. Wa 
ean, for one thing, insist that the 
amount of capital employed shall. be 
rsore adequate to safeguard the com- 
munity, and this requirement alone 
will serve to shut out a vast number 
of small gamblers from the specula- 
tive arena. We can insist, in the sec- 
ond place, upon such laws and regula- 
tions as shall provide the largest possl- 
wie publicity in the administration of 
corporations; ‘in the reports of financial 
ecnditions and in the promotion of new 
enterprises and the issue of new secu: 
rities.”’

Their patents were 
not then fully perfected, and up to 
that time they had maintained all pos- 
sible secrecy through “fear of imitation 
and infringement. Before the French-| 


men had returned to Paris full dia- 
grams of the machines had been pub- 
lished broadcast in Europe, and many 
imitators were busily engaged in con- 
Stnucting aeroplanes. Thereafter the 
Wrights steadily refused to be inter- 
viewed. Now they hint that they have 
some surprises in store when they 
again demonstrate the workings of 
their machine at Fort Myer, Va.

Hon. Frank Clark. congressman, pass 
over Georgia Southern and _ Florida 
railroad in 1906; over Seaboard Air Line 
in 1904 and 1905. 

Hon. J. P. Taliaferro, United States 
senator, annual passes over Georgla 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad 
in 1904 and 1906: trip pass over S@a- 
beard Air Line in 1903.

MEMORY OF WIRZ EULOGIZED 
BY HON. PLEASANT A. STOVALL 


Andersonville, Ga., May 1!2.—(Special.) 
Wirz 


“While Genera] Dick Taylor was trav- 
eling through south Georgia during the 
latter part of the war, he related that 
the train stopped at a_ little » station 
called Andersonville, in plain view of 
the stockade which contained thousands 
of federal prisoners. There entered his 
car a confederate officer named Wirz, 
who said he was in charge of the prison 
and that the men were greatly in need 
of provisions and protection. They 
were without blankets or shelter, and 
were inadequately supplied with food. 
The southern general said that the man 
seemed greatly. in earnest, and when he 
heard of his execution twelve months 
later, he realized that Wirz was a vic- 
tim to ‘the passions of the many- 
headed.’ 

“The situation was 
The fortunes of the confederacy were 
¢ven then tottering to the close. The 
task of Major Wirz was an impossible 
one. No power could have guarded 
forty thousand prisoners at Anderson- 
ville and made them comfortable with 
the meager resources of the southern 
confederacy. Our own soldiers were 
Starving in the trenches. Our pickets 
were dropping upon _the outposts—even 
the guards at Andersonville," worn out 
by double duty and slender’ rations, 
were themselves vittims to the diseases 
which afflicted the prisoners in_ the 
stockade. Captain Wirz and General 
Winder suffered from the epidemic of 
blood’ poison which had, started behind 
the stockade, and the spectacle of this 
southern officer, pale, emaciated, with 
his wounded arm almost helpless by 
his side, pleading for thousands of 
prisoners, was one which touched the 
Mexican veteran and gallant southern 
commander: 

“Wirz was commanding many desper- 
ate men. History shows that he did 
everything possible to mitigate the se- 
verity of the situation. When he took 
charge he improved the _ fare and 
brought forth valuable reforms in the 
sanitary conditions of the camp. 

“He paroled the drummer boys that 
they might not be subjected to the pri- 
vations of prison life. He released tne 
brasé band from confinement, in order 
that it might add to the entertainment 
of the men. He allowed the prisoners 
to rig up théir own shelter and re- 
spected the sanctity of this impromptu

“Secretary Stanton refused to allow 
northern sfirgeons to accoinpany the 
prisoners to the south, and whén. in 
August, 1864, the confederate govern- 
ment offered to deliver up wkhthout any 
equivalent of exchange, a large number 
of prisoners from Andersonville, it was 
four months before any reply was re- 
ceived from Washington, and during 
these four months conditions at Ander- 
sonville were most deplorable. 

It is heartrending to think of the 
young men on both sides who languish- 
ed in prison pens, and who died with- 
Out hopé, without comfort, without even 
the glories of strife or the inspiration 
Of battle. They went Out, some of them 
with profound conviction, some of them 
buoyant with the hope of a_ restored 
union, some of them with the belief 
that the destinies of this nation de- 
manded a separate government north 
and south: but too many of them per- 
ished in the stockade or in the hospi- 
tal; far from the field of giory, far 
from the folds of their country’s flag. 
Whether they rest in Sumter’ county 
Or whether on Johnson's Island, we 
weep for the soldier boys driven to an 
early grave, sleeping the dreamless 
sleep of the dead.

These estimable and devoted ladies had long had in view a purpose to 
materialize their sentiments. regarding t the service of ‘Major Witz and the 
untimely and: unjust termination of his career ws the fate of war—a fate 
which was dictated by: passions fed’ by the firés of the times and which, 
possibly no more than five years later, ‘would scarcely have been given thought 
or consideration. | 

‘The horrors of war are always multiplied by Feiss passions and these 
grow in intensity with the nearer relationship of the combatants. And so 
it brings many terrible and tragic things, which, if war were a matter of 
business, whose events were dictated by calm, sober judgment, would never 


‘Ibe recorded. 


In this we must seek for the causes of many things which such a war 
alone would tolerate. There is why thousands of men, north and south, 
were permitted to die in military prisons—why life was held at naught in 
the achievement of determined purpose. . : 

“Oh! The pity of it!” 

Such is the conclusion, apt and applicable, from the well presented 
summary of these conditions in the address of Hon. Pleasant A. Stovall, of 


Savannah. on the occasion of the unveiling of the monument to Major 


Wirz. 
Briefly, but vividly, he pictures the conditions of those days, when pas- 


sion wrought men's souls to fever pitch and prompted acts which justice 
and reason would have scorned—when many a life that might have been 
preserved to future usefulness and happiness and peace was snuffed out 
upon the altar of the inexorable and unrelenting war god. 

And so, we may repeat, viewing it all in the light of written history, 
‘in whose pages there can be now no revision— ~ 

Oh! The pity of it! : 

Oh! The: pity of it all, let the viewpoint be where is may, whether New 
England or Georgia, Ohio or Carolina. It matters not; we can only look 
back, realizing that we cannot change one smallest detail of those days of 
terror, nor call back a single life they claimed. 

History and the survivors have honored the heroes of that conflict. In 
imperishable print and shafts of stone and bronze the countfy over, they 
live. There is no phase of life or service which is not there set down; all 


‘is written and recorded. P 


Let it, therefore, be of history a part. 

The time has come to close the book of passion and recrimination. 

To open it is but to stir anew the rancors of a* past above whose 
burial place the American people would now erect a shaft whose crowning 
piece shall be the clasped hands of unity and fraternity. ' 

There is none who will counsel forgetfulness of men and deeds. 

But rather will all welcome the dawn of that day, already at hand, 
when these men, north and south, will live in history as heroes, not of 
this section nor of that, but of the great American nation.

Another view taken, which will be of particular interest, is that the 


jfranchise granted a public utility corporation being a gift from tbé public, 


the corporation has no right to capitalize it and charge the public a price 
to pay dividends upon a thing donated and in which no itnvestment is 
made. 

It is pointed gut that matters of capital, depreciation, earnings and ex- 
penses are capable of exact, or practically exact knowledge; that the ccm- 
pany must be: permitted to earn sufficient to pay its operating expenses, 
including repairs, to pay the,interests on its bonds, to provide for replacing 
its property when worn out and, ‘finally, to pay a reasonable profit to its 
shareholders upon capital actually invested—an amount now generally put 
at 6 per cerit—and no more. 

For this, the company should be required always to give efficient scgulen

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MUNICIPAL REGULATION OF UTILITIES. 


The modern principle of government regulation of public utilities is ap- 
parently, as yet in the youthful stage of its development. 

National regulation of those carriers engaged in interstate commerce 
has made much and important progress since its inception, when it was pro- 
tested that it would mean corporate ruination, 

Likewise, practically all of the states have fallen into line with pro- 
visions for the regulation of carriers and -other public utility corporations 
within their borders. 

Regulation by the municipality, too, of those corporations which supply 
its population with*electricity, gas, water, street car and telephone service 
has taken some forward steps, but here and there through one condition and 
another, has been somewhat hampered. 

The principle of such public regulation is now weH recognized and has 
been, in various decisions, upheld by the courts, so that its future develop- 
ment, within the limits of reason and justice, is now well assured. 

It is this principle which has given to the people of New York city 
g0-cent gas, a rate upheld by the highest court in the United States upon 
a showing made that this rate would permit the gas companies to earn a 
fair and reasonable return upon their investment. 

Los Angeles, Cal., is just now wrestling with the municipal regulation 
problem. The ordinances of that city prescribe that each year the city, 
council shall fix the rates for electric light, gas and velephone: service. 

But Los Angeles does’ not think she has gone far enough and has now 
under consideration the proposal to create a public utilities commission, 
upon which shall be placed men of unquestioned integrity and to whom 
shall be entrusted full power to regulate within the law the public utilities 
of that city. 

Auditor W. C. Mushet, of Los Angeles, has stil to the council a _de- 
tailed and extensive report relative to this proposal, and concludes with ‘the 
recommendation that such a commission be created. 

Since so large a part of the capital—the franchise-—is furnished by the 
public, Mr. Mushet points out that the people should be taken into intimate 
co-partnership with the corporation supplying the’ public service, and that 
through such @ commission the details of the company’s capitalization, earn-

The petition states that the article 
purporting to have been written from 
information furnished by R. E. Dun- 
nington. a lunatic who was recently 
allowed to leave the sanitarium on fur- 
tough, was libellous. Such articles, it 
is stated, are calculated to inflict 
needless pain and distress upon those 
who have relatives or friends as pa- 
tients in the institution., The article, 
it is stated, js untrue in all of its es- 
sential features. and especialiv so in 
the assertion that the pdtients are sub- 
jected to unnecessary violence and 
maltreatment. 

‘In view of the widespread circulation

It is stated™that the prin- 
cipal features which exist and can be 
developed are, as follows: 

An extensive and meadow areas ¢@ 
lake for boating and bathing; wood- 
lands with driveways: a rofiing land- 
Scape covered with grass, shade trees, 
shrubs, and perennial flowers: borders 
of terraces that command a fine view 
of the meadow and lake. 

In referring to the old buildings, tre 
landscape artists say:

amounts at last to the justice affirm- 
ing his own decision; as a rule, the 
justices are honest and upright and 
would not answer falsely to sustain 
treir own opinion, but there is a temp- 
tation to do so—they are only human. 

A justice, not long ago, in speaking 
of the Ananias Club, satd the biggest 
liar was a lawyer when he wrote a 
petition for certiorart. Yes, said the 
lawyer, except a justice of the peace 
when he answers the petition. 

The law confering Jurisdiction 
throughout the city on each justice of 
the peace-and notary public, ex-officio 
justice of the peace, is clearly uncon- 
stitutiqnal. 

Art. 6, Sec. 7, of the’ State Conatitu- 
tion, provides for one justice of the 
peace and one notary with equal and 
concurrent jurisdiction in each Georgia 
militia district in the state. They have 
ne jurisdictionitn an adfolining district, 
except for commitment trials or where 
there is no justice in the adjoining 
district or if one ‘is disqualified. 

Militia districts were created fow the 
convenience of the people, are laid out 
by th ecounty authorities and number- 
ed by the secretary of state. Fach dis- 
trict must contain not less than one 
hundred men subject to military duty. 

If the legislature can confer juris- 
diction on a justice of the peace over 
six districts, can it not do so over ten 
or twenty? Can It give the superior 
court of Clayton county jurisdiction 
over citizens of Fulton county? It is 
true the judge of one circuit may pre- 
side in another, but a citizen of Ful- 
ton can not be sued and required to 
answer in Clayton, except on certain 
contingencies. The superior and jus- 
tices courts are constitutional courts, 
and their jurisdiction over persons, 
property and territory, cannot be ex- 
tended or abridged except by conatitu- 
ticnal amendment. If the grand jury 
wishes to stop the evil referred to by 
that able and upright -judge in his 
charge, let them strike at the root of 
the matter and have that omnfbus, un- 
just law repealed.

errphasizeq the fact that the German | 


university is a state institution, sup- 
ported by the state and a part of the 
state government. At the same time 
he stated that there was practica:ly 
no interference by the state in the 
management of the institutione or in 
what they taught or how they .augnt 
rt. 

Herr Will impressed the two funda- 
mental principles’ of the Germyn uni- 
versity, those of freedoin of teaching 
and freedom of iearning. He then 
gave a thoroughly delightful review 
of the teachers and the studen:s of the 
universities and told of the many in- 
teresting customs among the institu- 
tions of learning in Germany. Paying 
tribute to the university system of 
Germany, he declared that nearly all of 
the sctentific work that has been dese 
in Germany during the last century 
criginateg at the universities. 

In brief, Herr Wil! illustratel the 
German method of teaching dy lecture 
in preference to text books, contend- 
ing.with Paulsen that ~@a! belfef is 
propogated from person to perso, and 
that “when a man stahds befo?e us 
and addresses us, a man whom we have 
learned to respect and trust, who puts 
his faith in science and devotes to it his 
best efforts, even his iife, then it is 
that we first acquite a real feeling for 
its actuality.” 

Freedom of Teaching. 

Speaking of the freedom of teaching 
and the freedom of learning, the speaKk- 
er said: “Modern philosophy teéches us 
not to accept scientific facts without 
reasons and not to believe in a doctrine 
a<« true because it has been hinded 
down to us through® the” centuries. 
Some will tell us, of course, that it is 
not advisable and even condemnable to 
bring the youthful mind inte contact 
with new and advanced or, as they ex- 
press it, dangerous theories. but in 
the light of science there ate no dan- 
gerous theories and nothing !s condemn- 
able that helps In our Search for truth. 
{f the professor wants to desirve his 
name, if he wants to profess his con- 
vic:‘ons, he. must be at-:loerty to speak 
his mind and not be afra‘d to utter his 
theory because hig he:srers of the gvuv- 
errment or public opinion. might take 
cffense. There must be no Iimitatioas 
io his speech except those that tact and 
good taste impose upon him. The con- 
viction of the correctness of this prin:i- 
ple is firmly established in Germany 
and its exercis® ig jealously guarded by 
tne : faculties.”

to Depredations. 


Judge Cook Throws Bombshell 


Into Camp of Night Riders. 
Will Parole Men and Hold 
Them Responsible for Law- 


lessness.

Waverly, Tenn. May 12.—-J udge 
Cook this morning fired a bombshell 
into the night riders’ camp of Humph- 
reys county. Upon the defense indi- 
cating that a motion would be offered 
for a new trial as soon as it could be 
prepared,’ the court, in language too 
plain to be misunderstood, stated that 
he intended to put a stop to the depre- 
dations if he had to secure a regi- 
ment of soldiers to come here and 
patrol the night-riding district. His 
talk was an early morning sensation. 

He said that if he had accepted the 
first verdict of the jury yesterday 
afternoon that he would have been 
compelled to have imposed the sen- 
tence of death to all defendants on 
trial, as there were no grades of pun- 
ishment under the Ku-Klux act. He 
was steadfastly of the opinion that he 
did not have any right to release the 
defendants on bail under indictment 
for violating the Ku-Klux statute, 
but his present intention. was to re- 
lease all men but two upon their own 
recognizance held under the act and 
make them responsible for all law- 
lessness committed in the night-rider 
district. He -said: 

To Stop Night Riding. 

‘} shall instruct’ them that the first 
time there is a man whipped, the first 
time there is a barn burned, the first 
time there is a crop destroyed by dep- 
redation, the first time there is a man 
shot, the first time there is an inva- 
sion from Perry county, and they are 
all brought here in crime, I shall hold 
these men responsible and shall hold 
the sheriff responsible ‘to bring the 
defendants in and place them in jail. 
[ mean that so far as my power as 
judge of this court Is concerned, the 
m@ht riding in this county shall cease 
and I shall use every power to stop it 
if | have to secure a whole regiment 
of soldiers to go out among the night 
riders and patrol that section.” 

The unexpected action of the trial 
judge this morwing is considered to 
be a solution of the whole _ trouble 
here. If Judge Cook puts his\ plans 
into execution he will make night 
riders members of the state guard and 
force them to keep the peace. 

The state lawyers today prepared a 
written motion to present to tie court 
this afternoon demanding that. the 
death penalty be inflicted on the four- 
teen defendants under trial. The 
State will insist that Judge Cook was 
in’ error in retiring the jury for a 
second time after the defendants were 
declared “guilty’’ and that under the 
Ku-Klux act upon which the defend- 
ants are being tried, that there was 
the court to sen- 
tence them to death.
